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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restriction 

1 . Applicant made a provisional election in deference to a request for obtaining 
restriction groupings using applicant claim language lexicography rather than generic 
descriptive terminology. Accordingly, the previous restriction request is withdrawn and 
the new restriction requirement is made. 

2. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S. C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-18 drawn to a method for delivering rounded articles 
from an unmetered delivery chute with an article transport, 
classified in class 221, subclass 1. 

II. Claims 19-26 drawn to a system for storing and transporting 
rounded capsules with an un-metered gravity chute, classified in 
class 221, subclass 106. 

III. Claims 27-33 drawn to a system comprised of a combination of 
rounded capsules and a chute dispensing system for storing and 
transporting rounded capsules with an apertured disc classified in 
class 221, subclass 264. 

3. Invention I is related to inventions II and III respectively as apparatus and 
processes for its practice. The inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) 
the process as claimed can be practiced by another materially different apparatus or by 
hand, or (2) the apparatus as claimed can be used to practice another and materially 
different process. (MPEP § 806.05(e)). In this case, process I may be used to deliver ball 
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bearings. In this case, the apparatus III may be used to dispense medicaments. In this 
case, the apparatus II may be used to plant seeds. 

4. Inventions II and III are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable 
together in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if 
they are shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention III has separate 
utility such as dispensing medicaments. See MPEP § 806.05(d). In the instant case, 
invention II has separate utility such as dispensing seeds. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

5. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

6. No claims appear to be linking claims.
